At the conclusion of 


the service numerous offerings were made, and amongst them liberal | 


contributions from Mr, Aaron Asher Goldsmid (whose grandson was 


amoung the confirmants), from Avigdor, of Nice, M.P. for T urin, 


THE RUSSO-JEWISH PRISONERS AT SHEERNESS. 


Tae following account of a visit to the Jewish prisoners taken at | 


Bomarsund, and now at Sheerness, will be read with much interest:—— 


To the Editor of the Jewish Chronicle. ee 


 Sir,—The visit of Sir Moses and Lady Montefiore, paid to the Jewish | 


prisoners at Sheerness on the 21st inst., and some notice of their bene- 
ficence to the same, have already appeared in the public journals; 
viz, a donation ot 5s. to each of the women, and of 10s. to each of the 


men, But there are a great many gratifying circumstances connected 


with this visit, in which I had the privilege of formiog one of the party, 
which made a powerful impression on my mind, and no doubt will exer- 
cise the same influence on your readers, 


Although the weather of the day was rather disagreeable, and by no 


means favourable to a trip by water, it did not prevent the visiting party °|, 


from proceeding from Chatham to Sheerness, and thence by a small 
_ boat to the ships in which the prisoners now are. T[aving received 
permission to go on board, Sir Moses and Lady Montefivre managed to 
climb up the steep harrow steps of the Devonshire and Benbo. The 


number of the Russo-Jewish prisoners on the former are 13; being: 
8 men, 4 women, and 1 child at. breast. Among them there were | 


1 shoemaker, 2 tailors, 1 smith, and Ltinman, The number of the
